GREEN BELT THREATENED 


The request of Northern Land Development Company to develope @ residential aree 
south of Edmonton Street (opposite Jasper Auto Parts on Highway # 2) was handed 
to our Council during the meeting on Mondey evening. It is known that the Ed= 
monton and District Planning Advisory Board is not in favour of development of 
residential areas between Edmonton Street (the Drive In road) and 137th Avenue. 
(the City Limits), We wholeheertedly support this opinion. At least 60% of 
our new residents came to St. Albert to escape from the city and it would not be 
fair to those citizens to promote developments which would close the gap and 

do away with the "green belt". We need this "green belt" between St. Albert anc 
Edmonton, not only for such citizens es mentioned, but alsa for Edmontonians, 
who so badly need open sky and green fields not too far from their city homes, 
and the nerve wracking confusion and noise of the metropolis. 


Qur Council approached this request with caution, and did not seem too much in 
favour of such a new building venture.

One month ago the Town hired a Temporary Recreational Director, Mr, 
Lorne Wood, whose task is snother survey which he has to complete within two 
months from now because he is leaving for enother country in October, The 
Council decided to answer the main question from the Community League letter af- 
ter the report of the Temporary Recumtion Director, Mr. Wood, is received, This 
is all very well, but it does not solve the tremendous need in our town for 
effective organization of recreational activities NOW during the fine summer 
months. It also creates a new problem in September when the Temporary Director 
will leave his post without having an opportunity to inform a Permanent Recreat- 
ion Director regarding his experience over the pest three months, This will 
creat yet another gap in the slow progress toward the necessary est. blishment 
of a Community Recreational Centra, so badly needed NOW. 


This was one of the cardinal reasons why the Community League asked for a close 
cooperation between Mr. Wood and themselves. The St. Albert Community League
